BACKGROUND

A resolution to authorize the City Manager to enter into a
contracts with ten (10) organizations to provide Community
Violence Reduction Services and Programs to the residents
of Little Rock in an effort to reduce community violence
and increase public safety.

The contracts will not exceed $200,000.00 per program, and
the term of the contract shall be twelve (12) months, from
March 1, 2022, to February 28, 2023. Funds for these
programs are from the 2022 PIT Allocation, Account No.
108159-S15C377.

Approval of the resolution.

There has been an increase in criminal activity over the
course of the COVID-19 Pandemic and the City will
respond to the Public Health Emergency by providing a Day
Labor Program in Qualified Census Tracts, particularly
Wards 1, 2, 6, and 7, in an effort to increase positive
outcomes and the overall quality of life for the children,
youth, and families residing within the City of Little Rock,
Arkansas.
